The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the

3. Claims 27-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Higuchi et al. (6,447,216), substantially as applied on 9/20/06. 

With regard to claim(s) 30-31 , if the chamber is taken as including the piping to 
the inlet/outlet 140 & 1 16 than the piston 236 moves away from the first powder inlet. 

Conclusion 

4. Regarding the applicant's remarks, the examiner offers the following response. 
With regard to page 9, second paragraph, the gap recited in claim(s) 1 is not 

related back to anything else in the claim(s) & can be taken as the space on either or 
both sides of the diaphragm. Further, Higuchi et al. (6,447,216) disclose(s) valves 
130/230. 

With regard to page 9, third paragraph, this is a 102 rejection. The examiner is 
not suggesting modifying anything.
